come a successful ^business, man were 
brought.out..;-The..following .dispatch 
shows -how they .are solyicug the prob- 
lem- for themselves: 


"From slavery to a founder of a 


town -inhabited entirely by -negroes 
was a story that thrilled delegates at- 
tending the convention of the Nation- 
al Negro Business League. 
It was 


told by Isaiah T. Montgomery of 
Mound Bayou,. Miss., whose wealth is 
estimated at,$200,000—'one of the col- 
ored folks who has done things.' as 
Booker T. Washington expressed it. . 


."Born a slave I was owned by the. 


Honorable Joseph ;E. Davis, brother. 
of the confederate president Jefferson 
Davis," said 
the speaker.'. 
"When 


nine years old I was taken into the 
offices of Mr. Davis where 
I 
was 


taught >to, do clerical work. After the 
war Mr..Davis rented two plantations 
consisting of 4,000 acres to me. 
I 


handled the property for twelve years, 
paying from-$15,000 to $18,000 annual 
rental. In a-few years I was ranked 
as one of the largest cotton-raisers in 
the ;South.V In 1887 I bought a tract 
of swamp land and started a negro 
colony and I called the place Mounrl 
Bayou. It grew rapidly and :today has 
a population of more than 1,000 peo- 
ple All the town officers from street 
cleaners to mayor are negroes."
